Arrives in Peking 

Hua concludes 3-state tour 


PEKING, Sept. 1 (Agencies) 
— Chairman Hua Kuo-feng re- 
turned to China Friday night 
after a visit to Eastern Europe 
and Iran which apparently 
achieved its three- pronged pur- 
pose: 

. . .During his: tour of. Romania, 
Yugoslavia and Iran, Chairman 
Hua sought to'cemeat ties with 
the three countries, bolster his 
own standing at home and ab- 
road and remind Moscow that 
Peking would continue to. com- 
pete vigorously at the diploma- 
tic level 

The two-week tour marked 
the first time in more than 20 
years that a c h a irm a n of the 
Chinese Communist Party had 
visited Europe and, in the case 
of Iran, the first visit by a 
holder of that office to a non- 
Communist country. 

Hua left Tehran earlier Fri- 
day. 

The Shah of Iran saw Hua 
off at Mehrabad Airport after 
a red carpet send off. 

The two leaders smiled and 
exchanged brief remarks at the 
foot of the stairs leading to 
Hua’fi Boeing 707 jet liner. 

Hua sent a cable while fly- 
ing over Iranian territory en- 
route to Peking expressing 
thanks to the Shah for hospi- 
tality over the three-day visit 
and voiced hopes that the two 
countries* relations would con- 
tinue to improve, a govern- 
ment spokesman reported. 

. Before leaving Chairman 
Hua extended an invitation to 
the Shah to visit China, offi- 
cials disclosed, adding that the 
Persian monarch has accepted 
the invitation at a date to be 
set later, 

■Hua and an eight-member 
delegation flew from Yugosla- 
via to Iran last Tuesday. He 


was given the country's highest 
official reception, similar to 
that accorded UJS. President 
Jimmy Carter last December.

Riots leave 
4 deaths in 
Iran town 

TEHRAN, Sept 1 (R>— At 
least four people were killed 
and three injured when reli- 
gious demonstrators clashed 
with police Thursday in the 
northeastern Iranian city of 
Mesheid according to reports 
reaching Tehran Friday. 

Official comment on the re- 
ports was not immediately 
available. 

The six-day-old government 
of Prime Minister Jaafar Sha- 
rif- Emanu has made several 
concessions to conservative Is- 
lamic sentiment in Iran and 
declared a policy of national 
reconciliation with opposition 
groups after a series of anti- 
government riots in most major 
towns this year.. 

Some of the rioting has 
been inspired by religious op- 
ponents of the Shah, who 
want a greater say f or re ij_ 
gious elders in national if- 
faira 


have had formal diplomatic re- 
lations since 1974. 

The Shah's government and 
tfae Iranian press took pains 
during Hua's stay to avoid an- 
tagonizing Iran’s northern nei- 
ghbor, the Soviet Union which 
',-haa,coodemned the Chinese 
Trader's 17-day tour as ain 
anti-Soviet foray. 

Hua, in apparent respect to 
the Shah's wishes, was relative- 
ly low-key in his public re- 
marks about the Soviets, not 
mentioning them by name in 
a speech attacking superpower 
“hegemony" in the developing 
world. The word is frequently 
used by the Chinese to criti- 
cize what they believe to be 
Soviet expansionist designs 
around the globe, 

Nevertheless, it was believed 
both leaders conferred in their 
two formal talk sessions about 
mutual suspicion of Moscow 
and bow to counter Soviet in- 
fluence, particularly in the 
Gulf and Indian Ocean regions. 
The Shah got Hua’s support in 
his insistence that the Gulf lit- ' 
toral states solve their own 
security problems. 

The Communist Party lea- 
der was quartered in the lavish 
Golestan Palace but be forsook 
scheduled events of a particu- 
larly imperial flavor. He (fid 
not ride from the airport in a 
gokhencrusted carriage, as 
planned, and he cancelled visits 
to see the crown jewels and 
the Pahlavi Dynasty Museum. 

In contrast to his Roma n ia n 
and Yugoslavian trips, Hua did 
no touring here. His only non- 
official event was to lay a 
wreath at tfae tomb of the 
Shah’s father south of the capi- 
tal on Wednesday. 


Syrian peacekeepers reported 
on maximum alert in Lebanon 


BEIRUT, Sept. 1 (Agencies) 
— Syrian peacekeeping forces 
and Palestinian commandos 
were placed! on maximum alert 
in Lebanon Friday to cope 
with a possible Israeli inter- 
vention on the side of right- 
wing militias, a Leftist Beirut 
newspaper reported. 

At the same time, the rightist 
“Voice of Lebanon” radio 
stations claimed the Syrians 
were moving heavy reinforce- 
ments across the border into 
eastern and northern Lebanon. 

Palestinian sources tended to 
play down the reported alert 
and independent observers savf 
.no signs of any abnormal 
Syrian or Palestinian military 
activity in or around Beirut. 

Mahmoud Labadi, official 
spokesman for the Palestine 
Liberation Organization in 


Beirut, declined to comment 
on the Palestinian part of the 
alert report, which appeared in 
the daily “As Safir." 

The newspaper, which is 
close to Syria’s official think- 
ing and to the PLO high com- 
mand in Beirut, did not disclose 
its sources. 

The “Voice of Lebanon” said 
the Syrians were setting up new 
SAM 6 aati-aircraft missile 
bases in northern and eastern 
Lebanon to defend their forces 
against Israeli air attacks in 
Lebanon. 

A pair of warplanes, believed 
to be Israeli, broke the sound 
barrier over Beirut at mid- 
afternoon, shortly after the 
rightist broadcast reported the 
inflow of Syrian task and artil- 
lery ranforcemenis. 

The Syrians, who oversee a . 


22-month-oki armistice that 
halted Lebanon's 1975-76 civil 
war, have been engaged in a 
search-and-arrest operation to 
disarm rightist militiamen in 
northern and eastern provin- 
ces. 

Rightists claim more than 50 
persons ware killed in these 
operations that brought one 
third of the SOO-square-xniie 
Christian enclave of Mount 
Lebanon, north of Beirut, un- 
der Syrian, military control. 

The Syrian gains squeezed 
rightists into an area, less than 
one eighth of Lebanon 4,015- 
square-mile uaritory. 

The drive prompted vague 
threats from Israel that Syrian 
expansion in Lebanon would be 
considered as a threat to Is- 
rael's security.

U.S. studies plans 
to push M.E. peace 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 1 
(Agencies) — President Carter 
and senior officials Friday stu- 
died a package of proposals 
they hope might break the 
Middle East deadlock during 
the Camp David summit with 
Egypt and Israel next week. 

While Carta: met Secretary 
of State Cyrus Vance, Defense 
Secretary Harold Brown and 
security affairs adviser Zbig- 
niew Brzezinski, officials said 
the chances of success at the 
summit were highly uncertain. 

Presidential advisers saw no 
change in the Israeli and Egyp- 
tian positions, deadlocked 
mainly over the future of the 
Israeli-oocupied -West Bank of 
Jordan and the Gaza Strip. 

The talks bringing together 
Carter, Egyptian President An- 
war Sadat and Israeli Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin on 
Tuesday were viewed by the 
U.S. leader as a supreme effort 
to stop what he recently call- 
ed the threat of a new Arab- 
Israeli war. 

The stakes were so high that 
the White House disclosed it 
intended to restrict press brie- 
fings to the barest minimum 
at the Camp David presiden- 
tial retreat in Maryland, so that 
the three leaders could nego- 
tiate without distractions. 

Meanwhile Palestinians on 
the occupied West Bank Friday 
were pessimistic about the 
chances of a settlement emer- 
ging from the s ummi t 

Municipal leaders and new- 
spaper commentators pinned 
what hope they had on Ameri- 
can pressure to melt Israel’s 
determination to retain milita- 
ry control over the West Bank. 

The newspaper “a’Shaab”, 
which supports the Palestine 
Liberation Organization (PLO) 
and the left-wing “el Fajr" 
came out with almost identical 
editorials saying that the Camp 
David meeting was being sta- 
ged for the benefh of world 
public opinion. 

Both papers said Israel and 
Egypt were anxious to escape 
blame for a summit failure. 

“Judging from latest decla- 
rations from Egypt and Israel,” 
“a’Shaab" said, “the chances 
for success appear very slim 
indeed.” 

• Bethehem Mayor Elias Freij, 
a Christian and noted mode- 
rate, told Reuters that Camp 
David lacked the ingredients 
for success because Begin was 
still pushing the peace plan- 
which had already been rejec- 
ted by the Arab world. 

“I see no chance for success 
but yet wish for success with 
all my heart," Freij said. 

The acting mayor of Nablus, 
Zafer el Massari, said there 
were no signs of progress. He 
accused Israel of trying to take 
over tbe West Bank by means 
of Jewish settlement. 

“I do not believe the Camp 
David talks can succeed,” Mas- 
sri said. “The arfly hope is that 
the Americans will exert all 
their pressure on Israel, other- 
wise the talks must fail.” 

Two other mayors, Khalim 
Khalaf of Ramallah and Hilrni 
Hanoun of Tulkarm, said the 
peace initiative launched by 
President Anwar Sadat last No- 
vember must now surely come 
to an end. 

The moderate newspaper “a I 
K.uds,” which originally sup- 
ported the Sadat initiative, ad- 
vised the Arabs: 

“After the failure of the 
(Camp David) talks we must 
close our ranks to ensure that 
matters should not simply re- 
turn to what they were before 
and that the Palestinian prob- 
lem should no longer be ignor- 
ed." 

In Tel Aviv, Foreign Minis- 
ter Moshe Dayan also sound- 
ing out Palestinians in the 
occupied territories and it “was 
reported Friday -that the survey 
could lead to some slight modi- 
fications in Israel's peace plan. 

The “Jerusalem Post” report- 
ed Friday that Dayans con- 
tacts wkh tbe Palestinians in 
tbe West Bank of the Jordan 
River could lead to some mo- 
dification of details in Israel's 
proposal for limited self-rule 
in the West Bank and the Gaza 
Strip. 

Foreign ministry officials 
would say nothing of the re- 
sults o( Dayan’s West Bank 
opinion-surveying. A spokes- 
man would only confirm that 


Dayan “assured himself of the 
current of feeling of the Pales- 
tinian Arabs” in the territories 
Israel has occupied since the 
1967 war. 

It was unlikely that Dayan's 
soundings brought any changes 
in the principles of the peace 
plan Begin will lay before Car- 
ter and Sadat at next week. 

The “Jerusalem Post,” quot- 
ing reliable sources, said Da- 
yan was considering dropping 
the demand that Israeli troops 
be responsible for internal se- 
curity in the West Bank and 
Gaza if the Israeli proposal of 
limited self-rule is accepted. 

Dayan, reputed to be the 
Israeli who understands the 
Arabs best, canvassed leading 
West Bank personalities to de- 


velop his ideas, the "Post" re- 
ported. 

In Cairo “al Ahram" said 
Friday Egypt will present a 
detailed peace plan for a 
comprehensive Middle East 
settlement. 

The plan will be based on 
the points submitted by Egypt 
• when the Egyptian. Israeli 
and American foreign minis- 
ters met in England in July, 
the newspaper said. 

Sadat has asked his foreign 
ministry to make studies to 
map out a more detailed plan, 
the newspaper said.

Attack Camp David 

Khoddam, Gromyko 
end Mideast talks 


MOSCOW, Sept. 1 (Agen- 
cies) — Syrian Foreign Minis- 
ter Abdul Halim Khaddam de- 
parted for home Friday after 
a rouqd of talks with top So- 
viet officials, the Soviet news 
agency Truss reported. 

Tass said Khaddam was seen 
off at the airport by Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gro- 
myko and other officials. 

Before leaving, the Syrian 
minister sharply criticized the 
impending Egyptian-Israeli su- 
mmit talks in the United States 
involving Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat, Israeli Prime Mi- 
nister Menahem Begin and 
U.S. President Jimmy Carter. 

He told a Tass correspon- 
dent: “These talks mean a new 
step toward betrayal of the na- 
tional rights and aspirations of 
Arab peoples. These are new 
steps that suit Israel.” 

Khaddam called his talks 
with Soviet officials “friendly" 
and said they “passed in a spi- 
rit of friendship and mutual 
understanding." 

Praising the Soviet Union, 
Khaddam said Moscow has al- 
ways come out “in support of 
the just struggle of Arab peo- 
ples against imperialism and 
Zionism, for withdrawal of Is- 
raeli troops from occupied 
Arab lands," Tass said. 

In a joint communique 
Khaddam and Soviet leaders de- 
nounced what they called “ca- 
pitulatory actions by Egypt.” 

The two countries blamed 
what they called the explosive 
situation in the Middle East 
on Israel and its imperialist 
backers — an obvious refe- 
rence to the U.S. 

“Especially dangerous, in 
their opinion, are the efforts 
made by Israel and Egypt, with 
the active participation of the 
U.S., to substitute partial, se- 
parate deals for an all-embra- 
cing settlement in the Middle 
East,” the communique added. 

The communique, reported 


by Tass news agency, made no 
direct mention of the forthco- 
ming summit but said attempts 
now being made to stqp up 1s- 
raeli-Egyptian talks were lead- 
ing further and further away 
from a just settlement. 

Friday's communique said 
attempts to revive separate 1s- 
raeli-Egyptian talks amounted 
to “collusion behind the backs 
of the Arab people and on an 
anti-Arab basis." 

The two countries also con- 
demned Israel for interfering 
in Lebanon and urged that the 
legitimate interests of the Pa- 
lestine resistance movement in 
that country' should be observ- 
ed. 

In an earlier development* 
Gromyko issued a thinly-dis- 
guised warning to the United 
States against embarking on 
any new military involvement 
in the Middle East 

Gromyko apparently was re- 
acting to various recent U.S. 
reports along the lines of a 
Washington newspaper story 
Wednesday that one tentative 
White House proposal for the 
Camp David summit involved 
a U.S. military presence bet- 
ween Arab and Israeli forces. 

Gromyko told a banquet for 
Khaddam that “the Middle 
East region is in direct proxi- 
mity to the borders of the So- 
viet Union and countries of the 
Socialist community.” 

Gromyko, quoted by Tass, 
added — without directly men- 
tioning the U.S. — that “the 
course of events there is far 
from being a matter of indif- 
ference to us.” 

He also joined Khaddam in 
condemning the Camp David 
summit 

Khaddam arrived in Moscow 
Tuesday. 

At Wednesday night's ban-

Norway team finds 7 bodies 
from Soviet spyplane crash

OSLO, SepL 1 CAP) — Nor- 
way announced Friday that a 
10-man search crew has found 
seven dead crew members of 
the Soviet military plane that 
crashed on the Arctic island of 
Hopen last Monday. 

An official investigation 
commission beaded by Air 
Captain Hallvard VScholt is 
expected to reach Hopen via 
Lonyearbyen at Svalbard later 
in the day. One Russian. Con- 
sul M.G.E. Shukov. has been 
appointed a member of the 
commission with observer sta- 
tus. 

The crashed plane was first 
reported to. be a four-engine 
TU-126 “Moss*’ sureveiilance 
plane. But Groendahl reported 
bom Hopen Thursday that it 
Was more likely one of the old 
TU-16 “Badger” combined 
surveillance and bomber planes 
attached to the Soviet Na- 
vy. 

) Aircraft guns and ammuni- 
tion have been found in . the 
Crash site where wreckage is 
spread over a wide area, the 
search team reported.

'The plane crash was discov- 
ered Wednesday by members 
of the four-man Norwegian 
radio station team manning 
Hopen around the year to 
make weather observations. 

The erash at Hopen coin- 
cided with the discovery ear- 
lier this week of a new radar 
installation at the Soviet Cape 
Heer helicopter base at Sval- 
bard. This mobile radar was 
installed without permission 
from Norwegian authorities, 
who have sovereignty over 
Svalbard according to the 
■ Svalbard Treaty of 1920. 

Hopen, located some 100 
kilometers south of the Edge 
Island, belongs to the Sval- 
bard Arcbipelag.

agreement with the corporation 
and kept the money for himself 
and others in a foreign account. 

The news agency said keep- 
ing the sum in a foreign "batik 
and failing to bring jt into Su- 
dan was a violation of govern- 
ment currency regulations.

pending explosion in Lebanon could sabotage the Sept. 5 sum- 
mit at Camp David. Israeli officials have been threatening 
armed intervention in Lebanon if the Syrian peacekeeping 
forces continue their crackdown against right-wing mili tia 
forces. President Assad, for has part, has issued a blunt warn- 
ing to the Israelis that Syria is prepared for a ‘"direct con- 
frontation" if Israeli forces attempt any kind of military action 
against the Syrian troops in Lebanon. Israel through carefully 
orchestrated media efforts in the United States, is trying to 
convince Americans that the Syrian government is bait on 
disrupting the Camp David summit, and that its current mili- 
tary moves against rightist militias in Northern Lebanon are 
“provocations" aimed at forcing an Israeli intervention. 
Needless to say, this charge is ludicrous. 

Syria's efforts in Lebanon are aimed at solidifying the 
Lebanese central government's control over all areas of the 
country. Rightist militias, in alliance with Israel, pose a threat 
to Lebanese sovereignty, and must be brought under con- 
trol. The refusal of the Phalangists and National Liberals to 
cooperate with the stabilization efforts of the Sarkis govern- 
ment has led to the Syrian response. It appears that President 
Assad is trying to complete as much of the pacification drive 
as possible before Camp David gets underway. There is no 
evidence that he {dans to use the crackdown to disrupt the 
Sadat-Begin-Carter summit. On the contrary, Syria has not 
yet given up hope of a peaceful' solution to the Middle East 
conflict, provided that the format of the -negotiations can be 
broadened to include all parties to the dispute. Israel, on the 
other band, has every reason to stall the peace process, and 
one could argue that Meoahem Begin may seek to use Leb- 
anon as an instrument to provoke a sudden, c risis with Syrian 

Israel will certainly step up its anti-Syrian rhetoric over 
the next few days. We can expect Israeli leaders to issue 
stirring statements calling for the protection of Lebanon's 
Christian community and accusing the Syrian peacekeeping 
forces of every kind of atrocity. These attempts to distort 
the situation in Lebanon, and portray it as a religious con- 
flict, with Israel cast in the role of the savior of Lebanese 
Christians, may make some headway with the American people, 
given the simplistic news coverage of Lebanese developments 
in the U.S. press. But the Carter administration is well aware 
of the realities in Lebanon, and does not look sympathetically 
on the -prospect of Israeli intervention. This being the case, 
it is highly unlikely that Israel will attempt a major military 
action in Lebanon during the Camp David summit. Begin 
would not want to run the risk of having President Carter 
“go public" with bis opposition to Israel’s involvement with 
the Lebanese rightists. The Carter administration has deliber- 
ately avoided a confrontation with Israel over this question, in 
the hope of encouraging general Middle East peace prospects. 

K Israel attempts to use Lebanon as an excuse to stall the 
peace process. President Carter is likely to end his "diplomatic 
silence" on Lebanon and confront Begin directly and publicly, 
in what could be a most embarrassing turn of events for the 
Israeli prime minister. 

Thus Israel’s recent sabre-rattling over Syria's role in 
Lebanon is most probably a hollow threat — at least for the 
duration of the Camp David summit. Begin’ s government will 
continue to bluster about the "beleaguered Christian communi- 
ty," but the prospects of a major Israeli push into Lebanon 
at this time are virtually nil. At die same time, the Syrians, 
as long as they hold out any hope for a peaceful resolution 
of the Middle East dispute, are not about to draw the region 
into a state of all -out-war — which, would certainly result from 
any direct dash with the Israeli army. For the time bong, 
then, Lebanon is likely to remain on the back burner, while 
all eyes focus on the developments at Camp David. But if the 
summit fails, we can expect the situation in Lebanon to heat 
up dr ama tically, as the parties begin to turn to the military 
option to cope with problems that have eluded a peaceful, 
political solution-

Kenya without Kenyatta

LONDON— 
Of all the African indepen- 
dent leaders none was so' ex- 
coriated in his time by the Bri- 
tish press and public as Jomo 
Kenyatta— even before he was 
accused (wrongly) of being the 
leader of the Mau Mau ter- 
rorists. 

He had become unpopular 
in liberal circles because of the 
differences with the Christian 
missionaries over his stubborn 
defense of Kikuyu traditions; 
and he was accused by conserv- 
atives of being both a “barbar- 
ian” and a “Communist" be- 
cause of his stand against the 
sanctity of the White High- 
lands as an exclusive preserve 
for British settlers. 

He remained to his dying day 
a somewhat reactionary tradi- 
tionalist who listened more 
closely to the advice of his 
older Kikuyu clansmen than to 
anybody dse in the inner cir- 
cle of his court at Gatundu. 
Yet he became a devoted friend 
of Britain and something of a 
hero in British eyes despite his 
policy of turning the Highlands 
into a preserve almost as ex- 
clusively Kikuyu as it was once 
British. 

Jomo Kenyatta will unques- 
tionably rank as a major twen- 
tieth century political figure, 
but like all famous men he had 
his important weaknesses. He 
had little patience with the 
younger and more modem- 
minded nationalists, and a al- 
though he was a founder of 
Pan-Africanism he never sought 
to play a major role in African 
affairs. 

He was the only Head of 
State who never attended a 
single meeting of the Organiza- 
tion of African Unity; and he 
attend e d only one Common- 
wealth Conference. He hated 
to move far away from his 
traditionalist environs. 

Kenyatta was- probably the 
only leader who could have 
steered Kenya through to its 
comparatively stable and pro- 


sperous condition from its pre- 
vious state of insurrection and 
tribal and racial animosities. 
He did so mainly by asserting 
his massive personal authority 
to stamp on incipient trouble, 
by dosing his eyes to the hat- 
chet jobs carried out by some 
of his loyal colleagues, and by 
creating a system of centralized 
rule as firmly controlled by 
himself as it was in earlier 
times by colonial governors. 

There is no way in which any 
successor can possibly hope to 
govern Kenya in the same way. 
SO, whoever succeeds him, the - 
new leader w31 be faced with 
tiie task of creating a different 
political system. . 

That won’t be easy, because 
Kenya is one of the most diffi- 
cult of African countries to 
govern, ft has an exceptionally 
critical parliament which was 
kept under control only by sus- 
pending it periodically and by 
detaining some of its most out- 
spoken young members — a 
number of whom are stiff in 
prison or under detention. It has 
a relatively sophisticated intel- 
ligentsia and a powerful new 
cTass of thrusting businessmen, 
a number of them in the mil- 
lionaire ranks and some of 
then* very large landowners. 
This dynamic capitalist class is 
itself strongly divided into rival 
camps. 

Tribalism remains an import-' 
ant factor, as it is all over 
Africa; but Kenya’s tribal poli- 
tics are by no means as straight- 
forward as they are usually 
presented. The major political 
struggle is not between the 
Kikuyu and the Luo, any more 
than that the Kikuyu act. as a 
single determined to assert their 
supremacy. If they were united, 
Kenyatta would not have died 
without a Kikuyu heir to the 
presidency.

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Fusion ? s still-distant future

WASHINGTON— 
It all began with Project 
Matterhorn in 1951. The search 
for energy from thermonuclear 
fusion — clean, cheap and with- 
out limit. Its supply of fuel no- 
thing more than the deuterium 
round m tiie earth’s seawater. 

So optimistic were the scien- 
tists who started Matterhorn 
that they spoke of producing 
power in five years. 

ft's taken them 27 years but 
the scientists who labor at 
fusion research are beginning to 
understand its physics and tame 
its special fury. It has not been 
easy. While there have been no 
more short circuit explosions 
like one that struck Princeton 
25 years ago, there have been 
countless ynall but embarrass- 


ing failures along the way. 
What began as a cakewalk up 
the Matterhorn has become 
what the US. Department of 
Energy’s Dr. Edwin Kintner 
calls “the greatest technological 
chaticnge man has ever under- 
taken." 

On July 24, a piece of that 
challenge was met. On that day,* 
a younger team of Princeton 
scientists than the group who 
started the charge up the Mat- 
terhorn reached a milestone 
that may mark a turning point 
in technological history. 

What the Princton team did 
was achieve a temperature of 
at least 60 million degrees centi- 
grade in a machine that might 
be described as a teafctube 
grandson of the old stelierator. 
of the first experiments. The 


temperature measurements 

which can be made on the 
Princeton device have a limit 
of 60 million degrees C. Some 
scientists believe the real tem- 
peratures readied on July 24 
at Princeton were upwards of 
80 milli on degrees C 

Even 60 million degrees, is 
four times as hot as the inter- 
ior of the sun. It’s true the 60 
milli on mark wasn’t sustained 
for any longer than a 20th of a 
second but sustainment time is 
beside the point The highest 
tempera tore reached in a fusion 
device like the Princeton mach- 
ine before July 24 was a paltry 
26 milfion degrees C 
“We’d been hoping to get up 
to 35 million degrees tins time," 
said Dr* Melvin B. Gottficto, 
director of Princeton « Plasma 


Physics Laboratory, “but we 
went sailing right by it. We 
saw the temperatures go to 45 
million, 50 million, 55 and then 

60. It was amazing.’* 

What’s tiie importance of the 
Princeton achievement? Well, 
it’s a little like breaking the 
sound barrier for the first tfapa 
The scientist* have proven they 
can do it. There's nothing magic 
about 60 million degrees except 
that once a fusion device gets 
through 44 million degrees the 
heat is so high that the fusion 
reaction where light dements 
combine to form a heavier ele- 
ment begins to sustain if$dt 
The deuterium inside the 
machine is now so hot jt has 
become a plasma, a gas whose 
electrons have been stripped 
away. When that happens, the 


gas is left with positive and 
negative charged particles mov- 
ing at random. So rapid docs 
that; motion become tfaat it’s 
almost impossible to slow it 
doiwn and cool the gas off again. 
It’s like a runaway trade, mov- 
ing down the steepest of hifis. 

Princeton’s Dr. Gottlieb in- 
sists that what took place in 
his laboratory July 24' is not a 
breakthrough,' and perhaps it 
isn't. Gottlieb says tfaat fusion 
wtU not be demonstrated until 
a plasma readies a confirmed 
temperature of 100 million de- 
grees for at least one second. 
These are the magic numbers 
scientists have talked about for 
the last 27 years. At those tem- 
peratures and for that span of' 
time, more enery is pumping 
out of the fusion device than 


must be pumped in. 

The Princeton “Large Torus," 
as -Gottlieb’s infernal machine 
is' called, is the forerunner of a 
much bigger .machine now be- 
ing bufit at Princeton that wd! 

. surely demonstrate fusion for 
tiie first time. As intricate as 
fusion . phytics «, one thing 
about it is simple. Build a big- 
ger machine arid you go to 
higher tempera tores and lon ger 
fusion times. It is an axiom of 
plasma physics. 

Why ffid it take 27 years to 
prove tiie power of fusion? To- 
begin with, tiie phy&cs proved 
to be a lot more difficult than 
anybody imagined. Princeton’s 
Gottlieb explains it this way: 
“People always ask me why we 
can't solve the fusion, question r 
if -we put a man on the moon.

LAUSANiNfe, Switzerland, 
Sept. I (AP) — Los Angeles 
can have the 1984 Olympic 
Games without its taxpayers 
having to pay one penny, the 
International Olympic Com- 
mittee (IOC) has decided.

Top Romanian 
security men 
said purged 

VIENNA, Sept. 1 (R) — 
Twelve senior army and securi- 
ty officers are under arrest in 
Bucharest following the defec- 
tion of Ion Pacepa, the high- 
ranking Romanian agent, to the 
United States, informed sour- 
ces said Friday.

MANAGUA, Sepc. I (AP)— 
National Guard troops stormed 
into the barricaded northern 
city of Matagalpa during the 
nignt and overwhelmed young 
rebels who had held the city 
for five days in an uprising 
against the government of Pre- 
sident Anastasio Somoza, Red 
Cross officials said Friday. 

Reports said soldiers were
